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Family of 
accused 
Luke fly 
to his side 

THE FAMILY of Luke 
Walker have flown out to 
Greece today as he prepares 
to go on trial later this 
month accused of killing his 
girlfriend. 

His father Patrick and 
elder brother Ryan have 
joined Luke’s mother Lindy 
in Crete ahead of the trial, 
which starts on October 16. 

Prosecutors claim Luke, 
of Brier ley Hill, beat Chelsea 
Hyndman, aged 20, to death 
in the holiday resort of Malia 
in 2010. 

It is not known how long 
the trial will last but his 
family are pinning their 
hopes on evidence from 
defence witnesses, including 
some of her friends. 

The 24-year-old has been 
forced to remain in the 
country since he was 
charged. His family has been 
travelling back and forth to 
see Luke who has been 
staying in a rented apart¬ 
ment. 

Electrical contractor Mr 
Walker said the family was 
“praying” for a positive 
outcome after months of 
despair waiting for the case 
to be heard. 

“We have wanted this to 
arrive for so long but I’m 
still nervous about it,” said 
the 55-year-old who runs 
Walkers Electrics. “I can’t 
remember a normal life, and 
to have not had Luke back 
home for so long now is still 
so upsetting.”

Dog trainer gets suspended jail sentence after fatal attack

A SLOVAKIAN military dog trainer has been 
given a suspended jail sentence after dogs under 
his control launched two attacks at other animals 
in Stourbridge. 

One of the pet dogs attacked died from injuries 
sustained in the incident. Its 77-year-old owner 
also suffered bites and scratches, Dudley Magis¬ 
trates Court heard last week. 

Peter Mihalyi, aged 52, of Brook Crescent, 
Stourbridge, had taken his dog Jack, a bull 
mastiff and pit bull terrier cross, out for a walk 
with two Brazilian-bred dogs called Pablo and 
Diesel he was looking after for a friend on April 
18. They went to Wollescote Park and Jack and 


Pablo were allowed off their leads. Maureen 
Jacomb was walking her two-year-old bichon 
frise cross called Tess in the park when she saw 
Jack and Pablo running towards them. 

Mrs Lynda Gudgeon, prosecuting, said they 
launched a “vicious” attack, leaving Tess with 
serious injuries. 

On April 27, Julia Darby was with her pedigree 
Staffordshire bull terrier called Alfie in Sensall 
Road, Wollescote, as Mihalyi was walking Jack off 
the lead on the opposite side of the road. Jack ran 
over and bit Alfie. 

Mihalyi was found guilty at a previous hearing 
of being the owner of a dog dangerously out of 


control in a public place and causing injury on 
April 18. He admitted having a dog dangerously 
out of control in a public place on April 27. 

Mihalyi was given 12 week’s jail suspended for 
12 months for each offence, to run concurrently, 
and 200 hours unpaid work. He was told to pay 
Mrs Jacomb’s vet bill of £1,330.13 and Julia 
Darby’s of £107. 

He must also pay both owners £250 compensa¬ 
tion and £750 court costs. He was banned from 
keeping dogs for four years. The dogs will be 
rehomed. Mr Harbinder Gahir, defending, said 
his client was a military dog handler in his native 
Solvakia before moving to the UK four years ago.

for college 

A £1.3MILLION expansion 
of a sixth form college in 
Stourbridge is expected to 
move a step forward with 
plans poised to be given the 
go-ahead. 

The old De Saulles build¬ 
ing in St John’s Road has 
been earmarked for the 
development by King 
Edward VI College.

School road safety call 
over fear of accidents 


COUNCIL officials have agreed to look at safety measures after cam¬ 
paigners demanded action to halt drivers travelling at double the 
speed limit near to a school in Wordsley. It is feared a serious accident 
could happen along Balmoral Road unless steps are taken. 

The road feeds into Bells Lane and is used by parents taking their children to Ashwood 
Park Primary School and close to King George V Park. Dudley Council officials have agreed 
to look at possibilities following a request from ward councillor Derrick Hemingsley. 


Criticism over 
ticket closure 

A GROUP representing rail passengers has 
criticised the closure of Lye railway station 
ticket office under cost-cutting plans. 

It is the only one in the Black Country to 
be axed under changes announced by the 
Department for Transport. Offices will be 
closed at Witton, Birmingham, and Wythall, 
after London Midland said fewer than half 
of tickets were bought across the counter. 

Stourbridge Line User Group (SLUG) 
chairman, Rob Hebron, said: “London 
Midland warned us that they wanted the 
Government to allow them to reduce 
staffing at stations. 

“We presented a strong case for maintain¬ 
ing staffing but the Department for Trans¬ 
port has ignored the passengers’ 
organisations. We expected a compromise 
not a rubber stamp. 

“There is no substitute for face-to-face 
contact. Station staff provide reassurance 
for passengers.” 

Offices at five stations earmarked for 
closure by London Midland have been 
spared - but will operate at reduced hours. 

They are Walsall’s Bescot Stadium and 
Small Heath, the Jewellery Quarter, Dudde- 
ston and Adderley Park, Birmingham. 


He carried out a survey with residents in 
the road after the issue came to light - 
receiving unanimous support from home- 
owners. 

Among the options being considered are 
flashing warning signs which illuminate 
when drivers breach the 30mph speed limit. 

“Some of the speeds the cars are reaching 
are unbelievable, I’ve been told they can 
reach anything up to 70 mph,” he said. 

“The school is at the bottom of the road 
and it can be busy down here with parents 
parking. 

“Vehicles are often speeding during the 
times when children walk to or leave 
Ashwood Park School.” 

Scheme 

Councillor Hemingsley added: “Vehicle 
activated signs have proven to be successful 
in other parts of the borough. I have asked 
council officers to investigate my concerns 
and will await their report and best course of 
action.” 

Headteacher Steve Hudson welcomed the 
views of residents and Councillor Hemings¬ 
ley. “Anything that can be done to keep the 
children safe is good news with me,” he said. 

Council highways chief, Councillor Judy 
Foster, said: “The request will be added to 
the local safety scheme assessment for the 
next financial year 2013/14. 

“The assessment process will be carried 
out in the coming months prior to Christmas 
this year and if these assessments justify 
measures being introduced it will be added 
to the programme of works.”

Battered bridge given 
spy-camera protection 


AN HISTORIC hump-backed 
canal bridge near Stour¬ 
bridge that has taken a bat¬ 
tering from hit-and-run 
drivers is now under special 
protection - from a spy 
camera. 

The 240-year-old bridge over the 
Staffordshire and Worcestershire Can¬ 
al at Caunsall, near Cookley, is having 
£30,000 worth of repairs after being hit 
six times by vehicles in the past 18 
months. 

Now it has become the first of its 
kind in the country 
to get CCTV sensors 
to guard against 
future knocks. 

The Canal and 
River Trust cares for 
2,800 historical 
bridges and has 
invested in the 
repairs to the 



It has and taken th 
“unpre-cedented” 
step of installing 
CCTV to catch any 
hit-and-run drivers. 

And it is appealing 
to mot-orists to slow 
The spy camera down when crossing 
such bridges to avoid 
the daily toll of damage. The work on 
the bridge, just off the A449, has coin¬ 
cided with similar repairs, costing 
£15,000, being carried out by Worces¬ 
tershire County Council on the nearby 

one over the River Stour. As a result 
Caunsall Road has been closed to 
traffic since September 3 - but was due 
to reopen by this Friday. 

Nigel Crowe, head of heritage for the 
trust, said: “Hump-back bridges, syn¬ 
onymous with Britain’s canal network, 
were built for the passage of horse-

drawn carts, not for today’s speeding 
motorists, who cause up to £1 million 
damage to bridges each year. The 
majority of accidents are ‘hit and run’, 
leaving the trust unable to recoup the 
cost of the damage from drivers’ insur¬ 
ers and diverting vital funds away from 
work to conserve the nation’s water-

ways.” If the CCTV proves successful, 
the trust will consider installing more 
sensors at other black spots. “It really 
isn’t rocket science - if you see a hump¬ 
back bridge sign then slow down and 
you will save yourself and us a great 
deal of expense and aggravation, ”Mr 
Crowe added.

Ballet season raises curtain 
on theatre's brand new stage 


Opposites Attract, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 

BIRMINGHAM Royal Ballet were the 
first company to grace the new stage at 
their home theatre with this triple bill 
linked by a theme of male-female relation¬ 
ships. 

They started with Take Five, company 
director David Bintley’s joyful, flirtatious 
dances to the sound of Dave Brubeck’s 
groovy 1950s jazz, brilliantly recreated by 
a quartet from the Colin Towns Band. 

This light and frothy concoction seems 
to owe as much to the Young Generation as 
classical ballet. 

Vibrant 

It is a vibrant delight that always puts 
smiles on faces, especially when Carol- 
Anne Millar is flitting across the stage or 
Elisha Willis and Tyrone Singleton dance 
a five-minute love affair. Joseph Caley’s 
Flying Solo routine was thrilling. 

Lyric Pieces, which got its premier in 
Birmingham earlier this year, 


The only scenery is provided by reams of 
black corrugated paper which the dancers 
unfurl to create pillars, walls and bridges. 
At first it is gimmick-like and the rasping 
rustle of the paper distracting. But these 
dances derived from folklore are engaging 
with Maureya Lebowitz particularly 
delightful in the March of the Trolls. 
Pianist Jonathan Higgins was outstand¬ 
ing. 

Final piece Grosse Fuge is a moody and 
passionate piece about the war of the sexes 
by Dutch choreographer Hans van Manen, 
set on a stark stage and set to the music of 
Beethoven. 

It is a muscular work which required 
some of the company’s finest dancers as 
womankind - Victoria Marr, Elisha Willis, 
Momoko Hirata and Samara Downs - 
responded to a show of strength from the 
men - Joseph Caley, Chi Cao, Matthew 
Lawrence and Iain Mackay.

Rachel Sermanni, 

Glee Club Studio, Birmingham 

WHILE it’s too near a cliche to say 
Scottish singer Rachel Sermanni is 
unique, she does have a quality which 
is most definitely different. 

In appearance, she is like a female 
Johnny Depp and even has the vulner¬ 
able quality of his character Edward 
Scissorhands and when on stage she 
has movement reminiscent of a Victo¬ 
rian automaton. 

However, this perfectly comple¬ 
ments her voice which is strong, versa¬ 
tile, has seemingly unlimited power 
coupled with the clarity and quality of 
Katie Melua. 

She opened her set with Ever Since 
the Chocolate from her album Under 
Mountains when she displayed an 


almost childlike quality to her singing 
that belies the deep clear and powerful 
tones she can wield at will. 

Sermanni uses her guitar sparingly, 
relying instead upon her vocal range. 
She easily moved from the light ballad 
to a more blues-style song, Bones, 
where the depth and rawness of her 
singing would have made Janis Joplin 
proud. 

Lyrics 

She gave the packed out Glee Club 
Studio a glint of her lighter side with 
the Burger Van Song which was 
inspired by a particularly irritating 
man who sprinkled sugar on his chips 
instead of salt and then blamed her. 
Perhaps not the greatest premise on 
which to base a song but she made it 


work, scattering the lyrics with a 
pseudo-rap style which had hints of 
Kate Nash’s pre-punk incarnation. 

Sermanni has this ability to move 
her voice around a song like a light on 
a screen designed to test your reac¬ 
tions. The perfect illustration was I’ve 
Got a Girl, which had a broken form 
that musically portrayed the bizarre 
nature of dreams and perfectly cap¬ 
tured the disturbing way in which 
images can change with no real con¬ 
nection, rhyme or reason. It had a stac¬ 
cato quality like a vocal tango. 

Such is the confidence Sermanni has 
in her voice that towards the end of the 
set she unplugged her guitar and 
moved from the mic to treat her fans to 
an acoustic version of Song to a Fox.

Battling Jack stuns all 
as he starts at nursery

A BRAVE young boy has battled back from 
the brink since suffering severe brain 
damage when he was knocked down in a 
road accident in the Black Country. 


Jack George Pinder, 
aged three, has started 
nursery as he continues 
his recovery after the 
crash in Stourbridge. 

He was airlifted to Birm¬ 
ingham Children’s Hospital 
with serious head injuries 
after he was hit by a car 
towing a trailer on Decem¬ 
ber 27. 

The boy had run into the 
road during a family gather¬ 
ing in Wollaston, colliding 
with the trailer pulled by 
the Toyota Avensis. 

He suffered multiple face 
fractures, as well as frac¬ 
tures to the roof of his 
mouth, skull fractures and 
was left with severe brain 
damage. 

Doctors feared the worst 
saying his brain was so 
damaged that he may have 
lost many of his natural 
abilities including swallow¬ 
ing. 

But Jack stunned medics 
and family to battle against 
the odds. 

He returned to his Wol¬ 
laston home earlier this 
year and has now been able 
to join classmates at 
nursery. 

His mother Terri Gricic 
kept a vigil at his bedside in 
the days after the accident 


as he was brought out of his 
induced coma.

She now wants to raise 
awareness of child safety on 
roads to try to stop similar 
accidents.

Gates are 
taken off 
for£5k 
spruce-up 

A PAIR of historic gates 
which used to lead to a 
Stourbridge hospital have 
been whisked away for a 
facelift. 

Dudley NHS is spending 
almost £5,000 on sprucing 
up the ornate wrought iron 
gates to the old Corbett 
Hospital building in High 
Street, Amblecote. 

The move has been wel¬ 
comed by local historians. 

They say that the light 
blue-painted gates, which 
have an archaeological 
listing and are more than 
100 years old, had become 
rusty looking and slightly 
bent. 


When members of 
Amblecote History Society 
first spotted the gates had 



been stolen by metal 
thieves. 

But the alarm turned to 
delight when Dudley NHS, 
which now owns the site, 
revealed it had removed 
them for refurbishment. 

Dudley NHS spokesman 
Lindsey Harding said: 
“Members of the local com¬ 
munity were concerned 
about the condition of the 
gates and we found we had 
some money in our capital 
programme which would 
cover the cost of refurbish¬ 
ing them. 

“They were corroded and 
had little bits missing but, 
when the specialist work is 
finished, they should be 
looking shiny and beautiful 
again.”

Peer tells villagers their 
building fear unfounded 


CAMPAIGNERS’ fears over 
housing developments in Hagley 
are “unfounded” Lord Cobham, 
owner of Hagley Hall and Park, 
has said in an open letter. 

Hundreds of people carrying placards 
marched to the gates of the 18th Century 
hall to deliver their own letter opposing the 
proposed developments. 

They are demanding a rethink on the 
plans, including one for 175 homes on part 
of Lord Cobham’s estate by developer Cala 
Homes. 

Lord Cobham said: “Having seen and had 
explained to me all of the detailed evidence 
and technical reports produced by Cala and 
their specialist consultants my conclusion is 
that many of the fears of some local resi¬ 
dents are unfounded.”

Lord Cobham said Cala Homes has legal 
control over the site and councillors will 
take the ultimate decision on whether to 
grant planning permission. 

Villagers said they were worried that a 
flood of new neighbours will stretch schools 
and village services to breaking point. 

A separate plan for 70 homes on land off 
Western Road has also been unveiled.

It is the second time in three 
months that the group has been burgarled, 
last time walkie talkies were stolen. 

The youngsters - aged five to 16, most of 
them boys but including eight girls - are 
devastated by their loss. 

The burglars broke into their HQ in 
Bromley, off Bromley Lane, Pensnett, some 
time between last Wednesday night and 
Monday night. 

Miss Passmore said: “We’re really grate¬ 
ful to all the people that have got in touch, it 
shows that people are really generous.” 

The gazebo was donated by Halfords, 
while the rest has come from residents who 
read about the thefts in Wednesday’s paper. 

Police are investigating the raid and are 
appealing for information.

Young wizard makes 
another magical return 


I n 1979, the BBC made The 
Legend of King Arthur, a version 
of the oft-told tale of brave 
knights, legendary sword Excalibur 
and the Lady of the Lake. 

Andrew Burt (Emmerdale’s first 
Jack Sugden) played Arthur, and 
Robert Eddison (Indiana Jones and 
the Last Crusade) was his faithful 
sorcerer Merlin. It was worthy, but a 
bit dull; little wonder the seven-part 
saga died a death after one series. 

These days many viewers want 
their Arthurian legends to look like 
Hollywood blockbusters rather than 
dusty old dramas, which is probably 
why Merlin is still going strong after 
four years. 

Admittedly, there were a few 
problems when it debuted in 
2008, not least a dragon with the 
voice of John Hurt who kept 
repeating the sorcerer’s name 
every 30 seconds. Thankfully, 
the script has improved a lot since 
then, so there will be a lot of happy 
fans as the saga returns for a fifth 
run. 

In the opener, Camelot looks 
more prosperous than ever, but in 


the frozen north, men are vanishing 
without explanation. 

King Arthur (Bradley James) and 
his knights risk life and limb to find 
out why, but to get answers, Merlin 
(Colin Morgan) must first fight a 
battle that pushes him to his limits. 

Of course, had the Harry Potter 
saga not been such a huge 
success, there’s a good bet Merlin 
the series would have never been 
given a green light. 

But with young British wizards 
being a lucrative commodity, 
creators Julian Jones, Julian 
Murphy, Johnny Capps and Jake 
Michie decided to strike while the 
iron was hot and get their show out 
to the masses. 

With the first series averaging an 
audience of 6.2 million an episode, 
BBC bosses soon waved their 
magic wand and commissioned a 
second run. Why does series 
regular Anthony Head (Uther) think 
Merlin has succeeded where so 
many similar shows fail? 

“If you handle fantasy right and 
don’t take your audience for granted 
and basically try to push the 


envelope a little bit, you get a very 
interesting show,” he explains. 
“People have tried before and failed 
because of not observing the 
above.” 

In the early days Head, who 
returns later in this run, was worried 
that the part of Uther would be a 
disappointment to himself and fans 
of the legend. 

“When I first was offered the show 
I was a little worried that my 
character and the show might 
be a little bit two-dimensional, and 
might be a bit young,” he admits “But 
I was assured right from the outset 
... that was not their intention and 
they wanted it to have several levels 
and basically give the audience 
plenty of dark to go with the light.” 

He adds “It’s sold worldwide to an 
incredible number of territories and 
at the same time does really good 
business on the night.” 

Though the Beeb apparently 
planned five series from the outset, 
as many are transfixed by Merlin’s 
magic, it wouldn’t be much of a 
shock if he and Arthur returned for 
more after this run.

TTeuv Mitsubishi is a workhorse which has stylish looks 


IT has been some time since I last 
tested a Mitsubishi L200 and this 
model, the Trojan, has been rein¬ 
troduced for 2012. 

It is aimed firmly at the building, plumb¬ 
ing, electrical and agricultural sectors and 
it is easy to see why. 

Exterior-wise the Trojan looks every bit 
as rugged as its predecessor and in Cosmos 
Black pearlescent paint is pretty striking as 
well. It comes fitted with 16in alloy wheels, 
chrome door handles and wing mirrors 
which add to the overall appeal that has 
been a trademark of the L200 range. 

Internally, the model I drove was not 
fitted out with the leather seats but this not 
detract from the look of the interior. What 
was a bit of a surprise was the dashboard. 
Although it was well laid out, it seemed to 
comprise acres of grey plastic. Eminently 
practical but lacking in aesthetics depart¬ 
ment, which given the target market will 
probably not matter one bit! 

Keeping it clean will be an absolute 
doodle, however. The instrumentation is 
well laid out and easy to read on the move 
and the convenient layout shows which 



mode you are using from two wheel, four 
wheel or diff lock. 

What is noticeable is the engine; I was 
surprised at just how noisy it was. Never 
completely intrusive but there neverthe¬ 
less, although you do get used to it pretty 
quickly. On the positive side the engine has 
received a massive 30 per cent increase in 
power, taking it to 175bhp, which really 
shows and makes a much better proposi¬ 
tion for long-distance work. 

On the motorway you could leave it in top 
and use the power to overtake with ease. 
The gearbox is well suited to the power of 
the engine but I kept reaching for a sixth 
gear (it only has five). That said, the ratios 
seem well spaced, but I did not test it with 
a trailer so cannot speak for how well it 
would cope in these circumstances. 

From a handling perspective I will repeat 
my mantra: coil springs on front; leaf 
springs on back equals bouncy rear end! It 
really does help the handling to have a load 
in the back of the pick-up bed as this softens 



the ride. This was most noticeable on the 
Shropshire lanes where it has to be said you 
became used to it pretty quickly, and it was 
never dangerous in any way. 

On the motorway it was a completely dif¬ 
ferent story. At 70 mph the Trojan settled 
down and worked extremely well and made 
cruising long distances a real joy. 

Extras 

The test car came with a couple of 
optional extras. The first was a towbar pack 
which looked well-made and rugged. The 
other was a load liner. The good thing 
about this was that it extended over the 
side rails so you aren’t going to 
destroy the sides of the bed getting 
things in and out, but it was shiny 
and pretty much anything I put in 
it slid about, so some form of anti¬ 
slip is required. 

The other criticism is how the 
bed drains. I found two holes at the 
front of the bed and could find 
nowhere where this water went other 
than drained along the steel bed 
underneath. Fine when brand new but 
seems like a serious rust trap to me. It 
would be far better to exclude these and 


make the bed watertight, that way parking 
on an incline and opening the tailgate 
works fine. Bearing in mind that this is 
aimed at traders I can’t see this being a 
hardship. 

The Trojan is unashamedly 
aimed at the people who 
will help Britain out of 
recession and as 
practical 
pick-up 


makes an ideal work companion. And if 
there are any builders interested I think we 
could probably get five, maybe six bankers 
in the pick-up bed. So if you need some 
ballast for your next job the Trojan will 
handle it with ease!
